DETAILED ACTION 

1. This office action is in response to Amendment filed on November 18, 2005. 
Claims 1-16 are currently pending and are under examination. 

New Rejection 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. This is a new matter rejection. The added material 
that is not supported by the original disclosure is a previously formed non-edible 
collagen casing. Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office 
Action. 

Maintenance of Rejection 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 1-16 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sanchez, J. et al. EP1018301 Al (Publication date=July 12, 2000) in view of Rahman et 
al. U.S. Patent 4,038,438. 
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Response to Remarks 

Applicant states the continued rejection of presently solicited claims 1 to 16 under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) over the different teachings of European Patent Application No. 
1018301 to Sanchez et al. combined with the different teachings of U.S. Patent 4,038,438 
to Rahman et al. would be inappropriate. Applicant states that Sanchez et al. is 
representative of the prior art. Applicant states that Rahman et al. relates to technology 
that is different from the Applicant's presently claimed contribution. 

Applicant's arguments filed November 18, 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Sanchez et al. does disclose the manufacturing of a ready-to- 
stuff non-edible collagen casing. Sanchez et al. does disclose soaking the non-edible 
collagen casing in an aqueous salt solution. In response to applicant's argument that 
Rahman et al. is nonanalogous art, it has been held that a prior art reference must either 
be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the 
particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as 
a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 
USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Rahman et al. does describe the use of 
sodium sulfate and ammonium sulfate to manufacture collagen casings for foodstuff, 
such as sausage. Rahman et al. does disclose the required moisture content for a collagen 
casing to be about 14% by weight prior to stuffing of sausage. Therefore, it would have 
been obvious to the person having ordinary skill in the art to soak a non-edible collagen 
casing with an aqueous solution containing sodium sulfate and ammonium sulfate as 
currently claimed.
